hree Cal State University campuses had more 
men than women enrolled in Fall 2013, de- 
spite the fact that women accounted for more 
than 56 percent of the total CSU student 
population, according to data from the CSU website. 
Cal Poly Pomona, Cal Poly San Luis 
Obispo and CSU Maritime Academy were 
the only three CSUs that saw a male en- 
rollment of more than 50 percent, ac- 
cording to the CSU website. 
System-wide, more than 250,000 
women were enrolled in the CSU 
last semester, compared to approx- 
imately 194,000 men, according to 
the CSU. The gender gap was con- 
sistent among all types of degree- 
seekers, including undergraduate, 
graduate and _ postbaccalaureate 
students. 
Jack Fong, an associate sociology 
professor at CPP, said the university’s 
gender statistics correlate with a larger, na- 
tionwide trend in the Science, Technology, Engi- 
neering and Mathematics field. 

“Tt’s not like there’s some diabolical mechanism at 
work at these three CSUs where men dominate wom- 
en, whereby we only select male students,” he said. “It 
just happened to be that [in] the U.S., actually around 
the world, STEM tends to draw more male students.” 

Gender statistics at CPP show that almost 56 per- 
cent of its students are men. Fong said that male engi- 
neers are encouraged to attend CPP because it is one 
of the few polytechnic universities in the U.S. 

“We have brand recognition by many students that 
want to go into [STEM],” he said. “Therefore, because 
more men are already in the STEM field, it’s not sur- 
prising that more men tend to gravitate for the CPP 
engineering program.” 

Christina Kaviani, the Gender Equity Center coor- 
dinator at Cal Poly SLO, said the gender gap among 
STEM majors begins in the K-12 education system. 

“There is a gendered way of teaching,” she said. 
“T think that if we had more liberal arts majors that 
would be a quick fix. The long term fix is in the K-12 
system and looking at how we educate young people.” 

Kaviani said that boys are typically trained to excel 
in math and science while girls are not. She added that 
Cal Poly SLO has low male enrollment in its women’s 
studies courses. 

“Men inclined to that major have to be strong and 
not care what people think,” she said. “Some guys fear

Study: students choose higher education based on cost, not personal choice 


The UCLA study shows only 56.9 percent of 
students attended their college of choice last year.

A new study published by the High- 
er Education Research Institute at the 
University of California, Los Angeles 
suggests that money is the biggest fac- 


tor for students when making their col- 
lege choice. 

Affordability has become a priority 
for students selecting their future col- 
lege, according to the survey conduct- 
ed by the HERI at UCLA’s Graduate 
School of Education and Information 
Studies. The survey showed that more 
students are making their decision 
based on cost rather than personal pref- 


erence. 

The “bubble-in” survey was given 
to freshmen in universities throughout 
the nation, and it featured questions ad- 
dressing students’ economic situation 
and how it may have affected their col- 
lege selection process. 

Although 75.5 percent surveyed 
were admitted to their first college of 
choice, the survey found that only 56.9 
percent of students nationwide attend- 
ed their college of choice in 2013, the 
lowest since the first survey in 1974. 

Some Cal State Long Beach stu- 


dents, like sophomore engineering ma- 
jor Vincent Licata, said they relate to 
the survey. 

Licata said he applied to 10 universi- 


ties in California and was accepted to . 


nine but that CSULB stood out because 
of its affordability. 

“T didn’t really have a dream school 
I wanted to go to, but once I saw the 
difference in cost between the schools, 
CSULB was the best option for me,” 
Licata said. 

Junior philosophy major Thomas 
Williams said he thinks college costs 


influences students’ decisions so much 
because of the state of the economy. 
“TIt just] sucks right now, and it’s 
hard to muster up money for college 
when jobs are limited and gas prices 
are the way they are,” Williams said. 
A recent article by the Los Angeles 
Times reported that the percentage 
of CSULB undergraduates receiving 
Federal Pell Grants for low-income 
students increased to 50 percent in fall 


2013, compared to 36 percent in 2009.

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UCLA comparatist discusses Don Quixote 


Barbara Fuchs explores 
questions of inclusion 
in the novel.

Students and faculty filled the Aca- 
demic Services building, Room 384 
Tuesday to hear Barbara Fuchs discuss 
the Spanish novel, “The Ingenious Gen- 
tleman Don Quixote of La Mancha,” 
written by Miguel de Cervantes. 

Spanish professor Bonnie Gasior 
said that Cervantes’ novel is a signifi- 
cant contribution to Spanish literature. 

“A lot of people would say that this is 
the most important novel to come out of 
Spain, ever,” Gasior said. “It’s really a 
novel for its time ... it’s so post-modern 
and so unique when you compare it to 
other things that [were] being published 
at the time.” 

Fuchs’ lecture focused on Don Quix- 
ote and the Moors, Muslims whose ori- 
gins trace back to Morocco. Fuchs said 
that Don Quixote is not just a Spanish 
book, but a book for the world. 

“The book is written by an Arabic 


historian,’ Fuchs said. “[Cervantes’ 
background has] an impact on how we 
think about this tale.” 

In the lecture, Fuchs read two ex- 
cerpts from the book where Cervantes 
discussed Moriscos, Muslims who con- 
verted to Christianity rather than leav-

ing Spain. 

“[Don Quixote] imagines Muslims 
who want to be Christian or forcibly 
converted Muslims who protest they are 
true Christians when they are in trouble 
with the Spanish authorities,” Fuchs 
said. 


Fuchs said that she wanted her lecture 
to explore how Cervantes is reflecting 
on questions of inclusion in the novel. 

Fuchs said that she hopes that her 
lecture encourages students to read the 
book. 

“I was very [happy] that many [stu- 
dents] said ‘I have to go read it now,” 
Fuchs said. “That’s the best effect I can 
imagine.” 

Josefina Inzunza-Quinonez, Spanish 
graduate student, said that she thought 
the lecture was fascinating. 

“[It was fascinating] to know the oth- 
er aspects of the Moors and the Chris- 
tians,” she said. 

Spanish graduate student Yessenia 
Romo said that she enjoyed the lec- 
ture because she has read the book 
before. 

“Tt’s interesting to [hear] all those 
little details that you skip over while 
you're reading.” 

Fuchs is a comparatist in English, 
Spanish and French. She is currently 
a joint director for the Department of 
English at the University of Califor- 
nia, Los Angeles. She received her 
Bachelor’s degree in Comparative Lit- 
erature at Yale University and received 
her Master’s degree in the same field at 
Stanford University. Fuchs was also a 
former editor at the Hispanic Review.

telling friends about taking women’s 
studies classes because it is a change 
of power.” 

According to Forbes.com, the per- 
centage of females attending a CSU is 
nearly identical to national averages. 

This percentage has changed little 
over past years. At public universi- 
ties in 2008, for instance, 56.4 per- 
cent of all U.S. students were wom- 
en. For women in the CSU in Fall 
2013, the number was 56.3 percent. 

Of all CSU campuses, Cal State 
Dominguez Hills had a total female 
enrollment of 65.6 percent last se- 
mester, the highest percentage in the 
23-campus system. 

Cal State Stanislaus ranked sec- 
ond in percentage of female students 
enrolled at 65.1 percent last semes- 
ter, according to the CSU. 

Cal State Long Beach ranked 13th 
in percentage of female students en- 
rolled, at 57.3 percent. 

Sophomore child development 
major Salina Chavez said she was 
impressed by the statistics. 

“As a female, I think that’s cool,” 
she said. “I see females really step- 
ping up and being independent and 
getting their education.”

CSULB students react to Crimean vote to secede from Ukraine 


Some students are 
in support of Crimea 
joining Russia, even 
though the_U.S.-is 
against it.

In spite of protests from the U.S. and 
European Union, Russian President 
Vladimir Putin signed a treaty making 


Crimea part of Russia yesterday after a 
Monday referendum in which approxi- 
mately 97 percent of Crimean’ ‘voters 
chose to become an independent state. 
As the situation has developed over- 


"seas, some students on campus said they - 


have been following the news closely. 

Junior business information systemis 
major Kelsey Mamaraldo said she be- 
gan keeping up with the situation when 
the protests started in Ukraine. 

“I think Crimea’s involvement and 
support of Russia is making matters 
worse,” Mamaraldo said. “It is dividing 
a country and I think it’ll only add fuel 
to the fire.” 

Senior engineering major Joe Garcia 


said he is concerned that Crimea’s move 
to join the Russian Federation will 
cause tensions around the world. 

“Personally, I think that Russia needs 
to keep out and let the Ukrainians solve 
their own issues,” Garcia said. “It is 
scary, and I think if Crimea joins Rus- 
sia, a war will start.” 

On the other hand, sophomore com- 
munications major Sabrina Finehopes 
said she believes the move will help 
Crimea. 

“T love this idea, because I am Rus- 
sian and would love more Russians in 
the world,” Finehopes said. “Russians 
created vodka, so they are doing some- 
thing right.” 


Sophomore liberal studies major 
Faith Rowell said she is also in support 
of Crimea’s separation from Ukraine. 


“Since that is what the majority of the _ 


people want, then they should join Rus- 
sia,” Rowell said. 

Other students, such as senior mar- 
keting major Bryan Ruiz, said they 
haven’t been keeping up with the situ- 
ation overseas. 

“J don’t know anything that is hap- 
pening,” Ruiz said. “I feel like they 
don’t air too much of world news in 
America.” 

Despite the Crimean vote, the United 
States is opposed to the region joining 
Russia.

“We will continue to make clear to 
Russia that further provocations will 
achieve nothing except to further iso- 
late Russia and diminish its place in the 
world,” said President Barack Obama, 
according to NBC news. 

Obama and other government offi- 
cials will be traveling to Europe in the 
next few weeks to-meet with alliés and 
discuss the issue, according to NBC 
News. 

According to the Los Angeles Times, 
Crimea plans on moving their clocks 
two hours forward to Moscow time on 
March 30 in support of a joining Russia. 
Crimea also plans on adopting the Rus- 
sian ruble as its official currency.

losses from its first two matches. Ci- 
ana Wagner and Morea Wagner lost 
two straight sets to Pepperdine’s 
Victoria Adelheim and Sophie 
Asprey (21-8 and 21-18), and Alex 
Reid and Janelle Hudson fought to 
steal a win by pushing their match 
to three sets. 

Reid and Hudson fell 21-9 to the 
Waves’ Delaney Knudsen and Katie 
Messing in the first set but showed 
a lot of guts in the following set as 
they came out with a 4-0 advantage 
and stayed in the lead the entire set 
for a 21-14 win in the second. But the 
Waves scored the last eight points in 
the final set with two blocks and. two 
aces from Messing, dominating the 
49ers with a 15-3 win. 

Pepperdine led 2-0 overall until 
Jackson and Johnson snatched two 
straight wins from Lara Dykstra and

and 21-16: The 49ers bounced back 
from a four-point deficit in the first 
set after two consecutive Jackson 
blocks tied them 16-16.
